StJICIDE .VXD 


Bj tbe jndgment of the highest 


Court ol the State of Maryland, it 
appears tliat a man's right to take 
ilia own life in certain circumstances 
is "<ill intact. In that State a gen- 
tinman had insured his life in the 
cidiiiavy form of policy, by which 
the insurance is void "if the insured 
shall die by his oirii hand or act." 
Ha subsequently hanged himself, 
and the company refused to pay. 
The company was sued and held li- 
able; they appealed, and again the 
inexorable judgment was that the 
sum of the insurance -was due to the 
heirs, /e/o de so to the contrary not- 
withstanding. It was held by the 
Court that there are circumstances 
in which a man ir.ay take his own 
life that do not come within the pro- 
hibition clause in the policy. l:iey 
hold that the policy only prohibits 
an act tbat is deliberately intended 
by a sound mind. If a man looking 
into the muzzle of a revolver fire it 
by accident, he dies by his own hand 
literally, but by an unintentional 
set, and for such a loss the company 
mnstpay; and inasmuch as insanity 
interrupts healthy volition, an insane 
man cannot bo presumed to intend 
his own death any more than the 
man who kills himself by such an 
accident. It is not our duty to rec- 
oncile the view the Court takes oJ 
snicido with the view taken by some 
philosophers— especially in Eng- 
land—who argue that the mere fact 
oi suicide is evidence of insanity, 
and that, therefore, there cannot bo 
nay distinction as to suicides in- 
tended and suicides not intended. 
In the absence of such a duty we 
contemplate the decision with satis- 
faction. Insanity has beenmost in- 
geniously used to defraud the gallows 
for many years, and if it can now 
bo employed in the interest of a 
much defrauded public to compel 
slippery insurers to come down with 
Ihe dust, -we shall be gktl to kno\v it.
